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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN AND OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 

We present to you the annual report of the Town for the year 
1913 in which you will find the reports of all the town officers. 

Financial Condition—We have paid during the year, notes and 
bonds to the amount of $19,200 and have issued serial notes amount- 
ing to sixty-five thousand dollars, the sum voted for the new school 
houses. 

The indebtedness of the town at this date is $190,240, exclusive 
of outstanding loans in anticipation of revenue, payment for 
which has been provided for in the 1913 tax levy. In order to meet 
payments on interest and notes falling due in 1913, it was necessary 
to raise by taxation the sum of $17,400 and this, in part, is respon- 
sible for the increase in the tax rate the past year. The amounts 
to be paid for the notes amd interest during the next few years is even 
larger than this year and we strongly urge the voters to be extremely 
careful in making their appropriations. We believe that no more 
notes should be issued for at least five years and a ‘‘pay as we go” 
policy be inaugurated. 

Auditors.—By vote of the town at its last annual meeting, the 
Board. of Auditors were abolished and the town now has no provision 
for the annual auditing of its books. We would suggest that a by- 
law be passed whereby the Bureau of Statistics each year audit the 
town books. | 

Town Treasurer.—Soon after the annual meeting, Mr Frank O. 
Pilsbury, who had served the town many years as its treasurer, saw 
fit to resign and, while we regretted his doing so, the Selectmen were 
obliged to accept his resignation. Mr. Harry A. Whiting was ap- 
pointed to serve the balance of the year and we congratulate the 
town in securing so able a successor to Mr. Pilsbury. 

Town Hall.—The town hall is in fair comdition of repair. A new 
fire-proof stage and asbestos curtain was made imperative by the 
laws of 1913, if we were to use the hall for dramatic purposes. At 
a town meeting held in December, the town instructed the Select- 
men to build such a stage and the contract for the carpentry work 
has been awarded to Guy A. Williams and Edwin 8. Bacon, they 
being the lowest bidders in competition for the contract. We expect 
this work will be completed early in the coming year. 

The offices are somewhat crowded but, with a little co-operation 
on the part of the various town officers, we are able to get along very 
well and we believe a new town hall will not be necessary for several 
years. 
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Police Department.—Mr. William F. Riordan has been continued 
as Chief of Police and he has performed his duties in a faithful and 
satisfactory manner. 

Mr. Lewis B. Winslow was appointed a night patrol officer in the 
Centre. -Mr. William P. Crowley was re-appointed patrol officer 
at East Walpole and in the Fall it was thought necessary to have an 
all-night officer in this part of the town, so Mr. William H. Murphy 
was appointed. All these patrol officers have performed their work 
in an able and efficient manner. 

We believe that a new lockup should be built in the Centre as 
the present one has been condemned by the State Board of Health 
as unsanitary and unfit for use. ‘The Selectmen expect to submit 
plans at the annual meeting for a steel lockup, similar to that at 
East Walpole, to be placed in the basement of the town hall and we 
will recommend that the town take some action in regard to this 
matter. 

Highways and Bridges.—The ordinary repair work of this depart- 
ment is in charge of the Highway Surveyor who will make his report. 
There is, however, new work which has been done in which the Select- 
men have acted either independently or in connection with the 
Highway Surveyor. 

The state Highway Commissioners have macadamized and accept- 
ed Main Street from the residence of F’. A. Hartshorn, Jr., to Norfolk 
Street so that now Main Street, from the Norwood line to the Nor- 
folk line, is all State Highway in charge of the State with the excep- 
tion of about one-half mile in the Centre of the town. 

The bridge over the Neponset river near Mr. Hartshorn’s resi- 
dence has been rebuilt of cement, the town sharing the expense equal- 
ly with the State. The State has accepted this bridge as part of 
the State Highway and will forever keep it in repair. 

Elm Street.—This street has been widened between West Street 
and the Railroad and a concrete: sidewalk built on one side. This 
is an improvement which is greatly appreciated by our citizens who 
use this street going to or coming from the Walpole station. 

Diamond Street Bridge—This bridge has been rebuilt of cement and 
a cement flooring laid over the raceway near the bridge, both jobs 
being done within the appropriation for the bridge. Mr. Jason 
N. Daniels of Norwood was awarded this contract and the work was 
done in a very satisfactory manner. 

Bridge on West Street——The bridge near the Lewis Manufactur- 
ing Company’s plant on West Street should be rebuilt during the 
coming year. This Company wishes to act jointly with the town in 
this work and rebuild their dam in connection with the bridge. We 
understand that they will submit plans to the Selectmen for this 
work before the annual March meeting. We recommend that West 
Street be straightened at and near this point in connection with the 
building of the new bridge. 

Water Street-—The work of widening Water Street in South Wal- 
pole, as decreed by the County Commissioners, has been completed 
and approved by them. The County awarded us as their share of 
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the expense the land damages and the same have been paid to the 
abuttors. 

East Street—The County Commissioners have decreed that East 
Street, from Main street to Short Street, and Short Street, from 
East Street to Washington Street, be widened and straightened the 
coming year in accordance with plans submitted by E. Worthington, 
C. E. The expense of this work including land damages, is esti- 
mated at about twenty thousand dollars, about one-third of which 
will be paid by the County. 

We would recommend, in consideration of the town’s present 
indebtedness, that some arrangement be made with the County 
Commissioners to the end that this work be postponed a few years. 

Tool House and Land.—At the annual meeting, an appropriation 
was made and the Selectmen instructed to purchase land suitable 
for a town tool house. After considering several lots, we purchased 
a piece of land on Spring Street from Mrs. Louisa Mann. This lot 
contains about one acre and seems to us to be admirably adapted 
for this purpose. On this lot, there are several thousand cubic yards 
of filling material which can be used by the town as it is needed. 

We would recommend that the town build a fire-proof tool house, 
either of stone or cement, at an early date so that the tools of the 
various departments may be stored therein. ; 

Electric Lighting —Our town is, we believe, well lighted even to 
the outskirts. The only recommendation we would make would 
be that more lights be added in the business centre. The all-night 
lighting system, which the town adopted a few years ago, is very 
much appreciated and seems to be the most satisfactory method 
of street lighting. 

Outside Poor—We have at this time, four inmates at the Canton 
almshouse and are assisting several families in their own homes. We 
are obliged to be extremely careful in giving aid as many seem to 
think that the finances of the town for this purpose are inexhaustible. 
Every application for aid is investigated by at least one member 
of this Board and aid is only furnished where we believe it is necessary. 

A hospital in this town would be a great benefit to this depart- 
ment as we are obliged to use the Boston hospitals nearly all the 
time to a greater or less extent. We hope that those who have hos- 
pital plans in consideration will do their utmost to hasten them 
towards completion. 

Appropriations for 1914.—The Selectmen feel that it is not neces- 
sary to make recommendations for the appropriations for 1914 at 
this time as this matter is handled almost entirely by the Committee 
of Fifteen and each department interested will make their recom- 
mendation to that Committee at the proper time.

REPORT OF THE TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


To the Board of Selectmen, Walpole, Mass. 


The new system of accounting installed by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics has been in working order for a year and I feel sure that those 
who have most to do with town affairs have recognized its ad- 
vantages. 

I would suggest that the various departments having charge 
of expenditure of town funds approve bills for payment once a 
week and all bills or payrolls to be listed for payment on Friday 
should be presented not later than 5 P. M. the day preceding. 

The receipts collected by each department should be turned into 
the Town Treasury at least once a month and all bills against the 
town, without exception, should be properly approved and paid 
from this office. Although it may be perfectly legitimate. for a de- 
partment to pay small bills from petty cash receipts, it is not in 
strict accordance with our system of accounting, which provides 
that all receipts and payments of the town be shown on the books 
of the town treasurer and town accountant. 

In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 624 of the Acts of 
1910, I herewith submit my report of the Receipts and Expendi- 
tures of the Town for the year ending December 31, 1913, classified 
according to the recommendations of the State Bureau of Statistics.

While we appreciate the fact that it is an impossibility to please 
all of the tax payers, on the other hand, we desire to state that we 
have endeavored to perform our work to the best of our ability, 
and have tried to measure all by the same yard stick. 

During the past year the rate of taxation has increased from $15.30 
to $17.40 per thousand, or in other words, an advance of $2.10 per 
thousand. This increase, in a large measure, is due to increased 
appropriations, made neecssary to run the Town government, as 
well as a considerable advance in the State Tax, amounting to 
$4642.77. 

It has been gratifying to the Board of Assessors to note the in- 
crease in number of tax payers, who are willing to send in a sworn 
statement of their personal property, and we trust that during the 
coming year others will co-operate by filing their statements, accord- 

ing to law. 
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We again desire to call the attention of the tax payers to the fact 
that good judgment must be exercised in making appropriations 
if the citizens desire a low tax rate, and we believe it is unwise, at 
special Town meetings, which are generally poorly attended, to 
make any large appropriations.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


In the early spring the Committee and myself rode over the streets 
for which separate appropriations were asked for, and laid out the 
work. 

I have expended the money on these streets as far as it went and 
trust that it has been laid out satisfactory to the citizens. 

East Street. Owing to the proposed widening the coming year, I 
did not lay out any more money than I thought necessary to keep it 
passable. 
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East Street, from Main Street, has been repaired as far as Gilmore’s 
grain elevator, the past season. I think it will last for several years, 
with the exceptions of some repairs on the sidewalks. 

Washington Street from'the Norwood line to Short Street has been 
repaired in some of the worst places, but will need more attention 
the coming year. 

Gould Street. In the early spring I found this street in bad con- 
dition. I repaired some of the worst parts, but it will need more 
attention. 

North Street. This street is in bad condition from Fisher Street 
to the Westwood line. 

Bridges——The overhead bridge on Main Street, known as Hutch- 
inson’s Crossing, is in very poor condition. Owing to the increase 
of heavy travel, there will have to be extensive repairs laid out on 
this bridge the coming year. 

West Street Bridge—Near the Lewis Mfg. Co. plant, this bridge 
is in poor condition. I would recommend a concrete bridge. 

Diamond Street Bridge—This bridge has been replaced by a new 
concrete one. 

Boundary Bridge-—The Boundary Bridge, between Walpole and 
Norfolk, has been repaired in the past year, and I think it will last 
for several years. 

Elm Street Bridge-—The overhead bridge on Elm Street, has been 
repaired in the past year and ought to last for several years. 

Street Oiling.—In the early spring I found by placing an order 
with the Standard Oil Co. for the amount of road oil I intended to 
use, I could save the Town money. I ordered 18,000 gallons at 
5 1-2 cents per gallon delivered at Walpole in carload lots as desired. 

As the Town has its own oil-cart the cost of applying is very small. 
I would recommend a larger appropriation so as to oil some of the 
outlying districts, as I think it is money well spent. 

As the Town owns a steam roller I would recommend the purchase 
of a portable stone crusher. 

Sidewalks.—In the early part of the summer the Sidewalk Com- 
mittee and myself awarded the contract for repairing the remainder 
of the concrete walks in the Town to Mathew J. Phelan. I think he 
has done his work satisfactory. 

Tools—The Town has on hand one steam roller, one oil cart, one 
road machine, one street sweeper, nine snow plows, shovels, picks 
and rakes, all in good repair.

REPORT OF ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


To the Board of Selectmen, Gentlemen: 

The Department of Animal Industry advises a more rigid inspec- 
tion of animals and premises. I am¥directed to inform owners of 
premises when the conditions are not up to the requirements, and to 
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give instructions to have same changed and improved. Section 
3, (Order No. 8.) . 

Any person importing or bringing into this Commonwealth any 
horses, asses or mules from the States of New York, Connecticut or 
Rhode Island, shall immediately upon the arrival notify local inspec- 
tor of animals and shall report in writing to the Department of Ani- 
mal Industry, giving the number of animals thus brought in, the 
place where thay were procured, the point of arrival, and the desti- 
nation within the Commonwealth. Section 5 (Order No. 5.) 

Any persons importing or bringing into this Commonwealth any 
neat cattle shall immediately upon the arrival notify the local 
inspector of animals, and shall report in writing to the Department 
of Animal Industry, giving the number of cattle thus brought in, the 
place where they are procured, the point of arrival, and the destina- 
tion within the Commonwealth. 

The condition of the animals and premises is generally good 
throughout the Town. |

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than a year ago. The State people are co-operating very fully and 
while we are by no means rid of the tree pests, we believe the increase 
has been stopped and with a much less expenditure of money, we can 
keep them from spreading.

REPORT OF TOWN PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The Town voted to appoint a Town Planning Committee at the 
Town Meeting in March. This Committee met for the first time 
in April. As no appropriation was given the Committee voted to 
raise sufficient funds, by subscription, to make a preliminary report 
to the Town on Town planning. Not only was the Committee 
successful in securing enough interest to make a preliminary report, 
but they were able to engage an expert and go into the work of Town 
planning more deeply than expected. 

The Committee has in preparation a complete report to be made 
to the citizens of the Town before next March. Studies for Town 
developing, complete park system, improvement to important 
squares and crossroads will be included in this report and a finished 
comprehensive plan for fixing the widths, grades and extensions of 
all streets—the first step toward preventing crowding on streets 
that means congestion and a depreciation in property, which is too 
often followed in towns that have grown without a plan. 

The cost of planning today, for the future, is insignificant compared 
to the returns to the Town by avoiding mistakes that later on cannot 
be entirely corrected.

REPORT OF PARK BOARD, 1913 


The Board respectfully submits the following report for the year 
1913: 

An inventory of the Town property, under the direction of the 
Park Board, has been made, and plans, with the assistance of com- 
petent experts, have beén started toward its improvement so that 
every step from now on in the development of Town property, will 
follow a comprehensive plan. . 3 

With gifts to the Town for park purposes, and the appropriation 
of the Town last year, Town property has been respectably main- 
tained, and in many ways improved by carrying out part of the plans 
laid out for future development. 

Some work was undertaken toward improving the grounds at the 
High School in Walpole, and in developing the playground. in East 
Walpole. | 
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In Walpole a fence was built; base ball grounds completed on the 
athletic field;. the wood lot thinned out as a protection from fire and 
for planting this spring, and a few other things done, such as installing 
a drinking fountain and plowing up the land for school gardens to be 
started in the Spring. Two concrete walks were constructed at the 
Stone School. 

In East Walpole, following a definite plan for future development 
of the playground, a good deal of work was undertaken which the 
Board expects to continue in the Spring. A fence was built at the 
school and around part of the playground, the grounds were cleaned 
up, paths built, an athletic field started, and the edges of the ground 
prepared for planting in the Spring. When completed this play- 
ground will not only be a recreation field for the children of the 
Town, but it will be a fine park for the use of all citizens. 

Plans were laid out for improving the school lots in South Walpole 
and North Walpole, but the appropriation was not sufficient to allow 
the Board to do any work except that of general maintenance. 

Other things needless to mention were done toward the general 
improvement of Town property. : 

The Board has worked with the Town Planning Committee upon 
Town plans for future development of Walpole, looking ahead a 
number of years, and thoroughly endorses the report that the Town 
Planning Committee has in preparation. 

The Board believes that a larger amount in the future, than has 
been given in the past, could be appropriated in the interest of the 
citizens of the Town, for the improvement of Town property and in 
the development of "parks. It believes that recreation grounds and 
parks are an important influence in a community and that in the near 
future more land should be acquired, foliowing a general Town plan, 
for a future complete park system.

REPORT OF THE ENGINEERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


| WatupoLe, Mass., Dec. 31, 1913. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


We respectfully submit to you the annual report of the Engineers 
of the Fire Department for the year ending Dec. 31, 1913. 

Members.—The department consists of a board of five engineers 
and fifty men in three companies assigned as follows: Three engi- 
neers, one captain, two lieutenants and seventeen men at the centre 
in Co. 1. One engineer, one captain, two lieutenants and seventeen 
men at the east, Co. 2. One engineer, one captain, one lieutenant 
and eight men at south, Co. 3. The majority of the men are em- 
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ployed in Town. Only men employed within the limits of the Town 
will be eligible for membership. 


Equipment; Co. 1 House-—We have a two-horse hose wagon which 
carries 1500 feet first class hose and all other equipment, also a two- 
horse ladder truck carrying 250 feet of ladders and full equipment, 
all in first class condition. Also a two-horse forest fire wagon equip- 
ped with two galvanized iron tanks containing 100 gallons of water, 
and 16 hand extinguishers and a full supply of chemicals, also car- 
ries steel brushes, ladders and hose. This wagon is for use outside 
the water district and also for chimney fires. 


Co. 2 House-—We have a two-horse hose wagon which carries 
800 feet first class hose, and full equipment. Also a two-horse ladder 
truck carrying 250 feet ladders and full equipment. Also a forest 
fire wagon equipped with two galvanized iron tanks containing 60 
gallons of water, 14 hand extinguishers and full equipment of chem- 
icals, shovels and steel brushes. 

Co. 3 House—We have a one horse hose wagon which carries 
800 feet first class hose and full equipment. Also a small forest fire 
wagon containing 10 small hand extinguishers and full equipment 
of chemicals, shovels and steel brushes. Also 110 feet ladders which 
can be quickly attached to hose wagon. 


‘ Hose.—Co. 1 has 1500 feet of first class hose. 450 feet of second- 
class hose, and about 300 feet of practically worn out hose. Co. 2 
has 1000 feet of first class hose. Co. 3 has 800 feet of first class hose. 
We feel that this amount of hose. is sufficient for the present year. 
The drop harness that we installed in Co. 1 and Co 2. houses have 
proved their value in safety and making quick time. 


Horses.—We have procured the services of two pair of horses from 
William Jarvis in the centre. These horses respond to all fire depart- 
ment alarms, also all forest fire alarms. At the east station two pair 
of horses owned by Bird & Son are stabled nights, Sundays and holi- 
days, which gives very good service to that part of the Town. At 
the south station, Engineer Williams will respond to all alarms with 
one or two horses. 

Bualdings——Co. 1 house is in good condition. We have had the 
upstairs meeting rooms varnished and painted. We have made the 
entrance to this house safe by having electric light pole removed and 
two trees cut down which were very dangerous on entering or leaving 
the house, and by having the driveway concreted and extended 10° 
feet on each side. We consider this one of the best improvements 
that could be made. Co. 2 house is in fair condition. The doors 
on this building were so that they could not be opened or shut, and 
we have had-to put.on new and heavier hinges, also steel braces on 
the doors. Now they are in a condition that will last for a long time. 
The plastering is all cracked on the upstairs of this building and will 
have to be taken down and replastered. In the stable, the ceiling 
plastering is all falling down, We recommend this be taken down 
and ceiling sheathed. Co. 3 house is in fair condition, about the 
same as last year. We have covered the pipes and heaters in Co. 1 
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and Co. 2 houses with asbestos, which we think will make a great 
saving in coal. 

Running Card and Universal System.—Universal fire alarm sys- 
tem, we approve of for che fire department, but for forest fire alarms . 
we are not fully satisfied with it. We cannot better this condition 
until such time as we can have a permanent man and fire alarm 
system in one building. 

Examination of Buildings —The Board of Engineers have made 
an inspection of all factories in the Town for the purpose of knowing 
the location of the hydrants and the parts of the buildings most 
dangerous in case of fire. 

Drills —Respective companies are compelled to drill at least once 
a month in the summer. They are drilled in quick hitches, coupling 
and laying hose, ladder and life net work. ‘The men and horses are 
timed on these drills. We consider this necessary for proper and 
efficient work. 

Appropriation—For the year 1914, we recommend the same 
appropriation as was made for the year 1913. 

People residing on Fisher Street have applied to the Board of 
Engineers for hose for fire protection. We recommend that 500 
feet be placed in the vicinity of Mrs. Beal’s residence. Also that a 
fire alarm box be placed there. The purchase of an automobile 
chemical and hose would do away with this expense and would also 
be a benefit for South Walpole and West Walpole, as the fire 
department of the centre cannot reach South Walpole, North 
Walpole or West Walpole in less than 30 or 40 minutes and in wet 
going it is almost impossible to run horses over the state road.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


To the Board of Selectmen: \ 
_ I respectfully submit the following report. 

The appointment of the Chief of the Fire Department as Forest 
Fire Warden and the placing of the Forest Fire work under the 
direction of the Board of Engineers, has proven of great advantage 
to the running of the Forest Fire Department. 

We have been greatly assisted by the lookout station at Moose 
Hill reporting fires, thus enabling the Department to reach them 
before they gained much headway, and avoiding blowing the fire 
alarm for forest fires. 

Notices have been posted on all fire alarm boxes on the outskirts 
of the Town forbidding the pulling of alarms for forest fires. All 
alarms are to be telephoned to the forest warden or to a deputy. 
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I have purchased 11 new fire extinguishers to take the place of 
others which were in poor condition. 

Our Forest. Fire Department has been inspected by Mr. Noyes, 
State Deputy Forest Fire Warden, and his report shows it one of the 
best equipped departments in the state.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE ALARM 


WALPOLE, Mass., Dec. 31, 1913. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

I have the honor to submit the following report: During the 
past year there have been but few occurrences out of the ordinary 
course of events in the maintenance of the fire alarm system. 

There have been a very few interruptions to the working of the 
system, and these have been remedied promptly. The repeater 
authorized by vote of the town the latter part of the year 1912, was 
set up In April last, and after getting thoroughly adjusted, is now 
working very efficiently. I believe that time will prove that it was 
a wise expenditure. 

During the past year some little attention has been given to the 
matter of clearing the branches of the trees away from the wires, as 
during the summer months when the trees are full of sap, quite a 
little interference is caused by such contacts, perhaps enough in some 
cases to give an incorrect alarm. 

In October during the blizzard our wires came in contact with 
the high voltage wires of the Edison Co., causing the burning out 
of one box and doing some other minor damages. 

I respectfully suggest that the same sum as appropriated for 
1913, viz., $500.00 be appropriated for the year 1914. 

This sum, however, does not allow for the re-location of the wires 
on Kast St., providing the town votes to widen and re-locate, as I 
understand the County Commissioner has decreed. 

If the street is widened I believe some action should be taken at 
this time looking to the future needs of the town as to wire service, 
and as some problems may arise in connection therewith, I would 
suggest that a proper committee be appointed to consider this matter 
in its various phases. 
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EXTENSIONS 


During the past year I have been requested to establish a box 
at the corner of Winter and Summer Sts., So. Walpole. There is 
some little need for a box at this location as the nearest box at the 
present time is at the South Walpole Square. I am of the opinion 
that it wil! cost $150.00 to make this installation. While there are 
several other locations that I feel need an alarm box, I refrain from 
making such recommendation at the present time, although I should 
be glad to give such estimates as is within my power, should the 
town so desire. 

I desire to thank the citizens of the town for their interest in 
the well being of the Fire Alarm and for notifying me of the little 
things that come within their observation, that might tend to cause 
trouble.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The following is respectfully submitted: | 
The work of this department during the year has been along the 
same lines as in previous years. During the summer and early fall 
a sanitary inspection of certain tenements was made and defective 
plumbing, and drainage and waste disposal were ordered improved 

or condemned. | 

The year has been notable for the relatively small number of the 
more serious of the infective diseases occurring in the the town, and 
ordinarily classed as diseases dangerous to the public health. These 
occurred as follows: Diphtheria, five cases ; scarlet fever, three 
cases; tuberculosis, eleven cases; measles, thirty-eight cases; six- 
teen of whooping cough. There were also reported, thirty cases 
of chicken pox, eight of tonsilitis, three of german measles, one each 
of mumps, typhoid, and opthalmia neonatorum, the latter a dis- 
ease of the eyes of the new born child, where pus or matter is 
found between the eyelids. 

When a child is taken ill, the first duty of a parent should be to 
isolate such child, to keep it ina separate room. Unless the nature of 
the disease is fully known, or when serious, a physician should be sum- 
moned. Kach child having a sore throat should be treated as though 
it were contagious from the beginning, as such a throat may harbor 
the germs of the dread disease, diphtheria. Any redness of the skin 
or “breaking out” or eruption should excite suspicion. On no ac- 
count allow a child with a sore throat to attend any public gather- 
ing or to mingle in any way with others. 

Observance of the above will go a long ways toward the protection 
of the public health. | 

All of the above are required by law to be reported, with one 
exception, that of mumps, to the local board of health immediately 
and where no physician is employed the law requires that the head 
of the family or house holder, must report the same to the board of 
health immediately. In the case of opthalmia, the law requires 
that notice must be sent within six hours, so that measures may be 
taken by the Board of health so that the blindness may be prevented. 


INSPECTION OF PLUMBING 
During the year fifty-one inspections were made. The plumbers 
aware that an inspection is to be made, are careful to have their 
work fulfill the requirements. 


INSPECTION OF SLAUGHTERING 


Mr, Edw. Shepard having resigned, the position was filled by the 
appointment of John R. Wentworth, whose duty it is to inspect 
any and all animals intended for food at the time of slaughter. In 
order to do this motice must be sent so that the inspector may arrive 
and see the animal or animals while alive. In order to carry out the 
purposes of*the law this must be done even when the animal is not 
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intended for sale, but for home consumption. And there is no age 
limit, all must be inspected. This notice is placed fairly before the 
public so that no injustice may be done, and so that all who slaughter,, 
be it only one animal, and for home use alone, may understand 
that such animal is to be seen by the inspector before being killed, 
and.must bear the stamp of such inspection. A severe penalty is 
prescribed for each and-every violation of this law.

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THE FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WALPOLE 
VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


The Board of Directors has held eleven regular meetings through 
the year, the July meeting being omitted because of the absence of 
so many of its members. 

Our nursing committee have faithfully met with Mrs. Newcomb 
for a half hour before each meeting and report valuable service 
rendered to the community. 

The nurse has made 943 visits on 232 patients, 115 of these visits 
were medical, 46 were surgical and 71 were maternity cases. Sixty- 
four babies were cared for and the mothers were instructed, where 
necessary, in the right care and feeding of the babies and of other 
children in the family. In three of these cases no doctor was present. 

Our nurse is often called to care for the second and third babies in 
a family, showing that her work is appreciated. She always finds, 
when thus called, an improvement in the preparations made for 
mother and baby, also in the sanitary care of the home. 

Flowers, jelly and clothing, contributed to the Association, have 
been carefully distributed among the sick and needy. Patients have 
been sent into the hospitals in the care of the nurse. Doctors have 
been assisted in examining the children in the Boyden, Fisher, Stone 
and High Schools. 

Some of the patients are paid for by the Metropolitan Insurance 
Company, some patients pay in part, many pay in full and: a number 
are unable to pay at all for the services of the nurse. 

_ Through the generosity of the Spring Brook Ice Company, the 
needy sick were furnished with ice during the summer months. 

Thanks are extended to all who have so generously contributed 

to carry on the work. : 
_ By the passing of the Washburn Bill, the ticket books, which were 
given by Mr. Perry, Superintendent of the Norfolk and Bristol 
Street Railway, for the use of the nurse, have been taken away. The 
matter is now before the Public Service Commission and we hope 
that that privilege will be granted to us again. | 

We feel encouraged by the response to our requests for assistance 
ever since the organization was incorporated, but we do need more 
names on our lists of members. The membership list is falling off 
each year, this year only 75 paying their membership fee of one 
dollar. | 3 eek 

We hope that our former members will return to the list and that

The set of ballots for Precinct 1, furnished by the Town Clerk, 
said to contain 800 official ballots and 50 special ballots for “School 
Committee only’ was opened before the opening of the polls on said 
day, delivered to said Warden of Precinct 1 and his receipt taken 
therefor. 

The ballot box, called the ‘“Acme’’, furnished by the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, before the balloting began was opened in public 
meeting and found to be empty and the register of said box was set 
at zero and duly locked, as required by law, after which the polls 
were declared open. Upon the delivery of the ballots to the voters 
by the election officer in charge, the check lists were used and the 
name of-each voter receiving a ballot was announced and checked 
thereon. The ballot, as delivered to each voter, was by him marked 
in the voting compartment and deposited by the voter in the ballot 
box called the ‘““Acme”’ and the name of each voter depositing a ballot 
in said box was announced in a loud and distinct tone of voice and 
checked upon the voting list by the election officers in charge of said 
box and voting list.

The ballot box, called the ‘‘Perfection”’, furnished by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, before the balloting began was opened in 
public meeting, examined by the election officers and found to be 
empty and the register set at zero and duly locked as required by 
law, after which the polls were declared open. The meeting was 
then conducted in like manner and form as in Precinct 1, and in 
accordance with the law. 

The blank forms used by the election officers were furnished by 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth. The ballots were divided into 
blocks of fifty and each block was canvassed as required by law and 
the result of said canvass was reported to the Wardens who caused 
the total result of said canvass in each Precinct to be recorded upon 
the blank forms provided for that purpose, after which it was found 
that the registers read as follows:

The general idea of a memorial to the pioneer settlers 
is attractive, but the inscriptions upon the pedestal of this statue 
appear to him to be historically misleading, and to single out an in- 
dividual for public commemoration in a manner that is not justifiable 
except in a case of generally recognized preeminence in public service; 
while the statue itself has artistic defects so serious as to prevent it 
from being a credit to the Town, even if the inscription were properly 
modified.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Walpole :— 


The Board of Trustees of the Walpole Public Library submits 
its annual report for the year 1913, and calls attention to the report 
of the librarian annexed. , 

The board organized this year with L. F. Fales, Chairman, 
Martha M. Allen, Secretary, Charles A. Gilmore, Treasurer, and 
Marian E. Child, Eleanor W. Guild and L. F. Fales, Book Com- 
mittee. 

There have .been few changes in the rules of the Library this 
year; the only one of importance to the borrower of books being 
the placing upon the shelves immediately upon their return of the 
seven-day books, as well as the fourteen-day books. 

There is a steady increase from year to year in registration and 
circulation of books, which shows a wholesome growth of the Library, 
and should be very gratifying to the citizens of Walpole. 

“A History of the Schools and Teachers of Dedham” by the 
late Carlos Slafter, for many years principal of the Dedham High 
School, has recently been given to our library by his son, Theodore 
Slafter. This is a very valuable and interesting work. A copy 
of Tilden’s History of Medfield has lately been secured. It is the 
wish of the trustees to add to this list, as fast as possible, local his- 
tories, published town and church records, and genealogies. Dona- 
tions of such books will be welcomed. 

In the old library days, the librarian was, as Lowell explains in 
his ‘‘Books and Libraries,’ but a watch dog to guard the books and 
care for their physical condition, but in these days, the true librarian 
has a broader duty and pleasure, namely, to interest possible readers 
and guide them to the desired volume. 

It gives the Trustees pleasure to acknowledge the services of Miss 
Phelps in trying to reach the townspeople and acquaint them 
with the secrets of the library and its cataloguing system. Her 
talks before the Grange and the teachers of the town were most 
instructive as well as pleasing. 

The better one knows a place, the more at home he will feel therein, 
and so we hope the good work begun will continue and many may 
spend hours in the stack room and alcoves of our library. No one 
really enjoys a library as it may be enjoyed until he can feel in fact 
cognizant of its arrangement and find his way independently to the 
information he desires. 

Our bills for repairs and other expenses this year were larger 
than usual, and to some extent, as time goes on, this must be expected. 
The following budget for the coming year will give a good idea how 
our money will be expended. This amount is larger by $200.00 
than our appropriation for last vear, therefore it seems necessary 
that we should ask an appropriation for the coming year of $3000.00.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library :— 


While circulation is not the sole, nor even the most important 
test of a library’s usefulness, it is reasonable to expect that, if the 
various departments show a healthy activity, they will reach a con- 
stantly growing public. It is gratifying to report, that without 
counting the current magazines, the circulation has exceeded that 
of last year. Reckoning on the same basis as formerly there is a 
gain of 1840. 
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As was to be expected, the percentage of non-fiction makes a less 
favorable showing, but on the old basis the proportion was just the 
same as in 1912—seventy per cent. fiction. The attendants, however, 
can state with confidence that more reference work has been done, 
although there are no records by which accurate comparison can 
be made. 

There has been an unusual demand for certain books of biography 
and those dealing with social conditions. 

The chief problem still is to get information to those who want 
it, but do not realize that in most cases it can be had for the asking. 
Too often people take it for granted that we have nothing on a given 
subject because they have been unable to find anything, and many 
seem reluctant to ask assistance for fear of giving trouble. The 
fact is, the library should be regarded as an information bureau. 
When the formula, “I don’t suppose you have anything”’ is used as 
a tentative inquiry for material on the Philippines, School gardens 
and other subjects as easily treated, we feel that the public needs 
instruction on the resources of the library. Again a student con- 
fidently asks for a “book on shipworms,” and there is real pleasure 
in running down the desired topic to find it in the circulars of the 
Forest Service, which are sent to us in large numbers but are seldom 
used. 

The bulletins in public places have been of use in some cases, 
but so far as observed are referred to chiefly by the regular patrons 
of the library. It is possible, however, that these have been among 
the causes of the large number of new registrations. As another 
means of advertising the library, cards printed in two colors, showing 
a cut of the building and announcing the advantages it offers have 
been hung in the street cars as in previous years. 

The school authorities are alive to the fact that ‘The public h- 
brary is an integral part of public education,” and our relations 
with the schools are becoming more and more intimate. Lists of 
books of interest to teachers have been prepared and distributed 
to the schools. Several teachers have given us lists for required 
or suggested reading of the pupils. These books have not been put 
on separate shelves as it is our purpose to instruct the children to 
find books by using the card catalogue. A preliminary talk on the 
classification has been given already to the teachers. 

In order to inform the parents of the serious purpose of our story 
hour, a circular letter was sent to the schools to be taken home 
by the children. As a result the attendance was so large that it 
was necessary to go to the town hall for room. In previous winters 
there has been a falling off in attendance after the holidays, and 
now we have a formidable rival in the newly installed moving 
pictures. It would seem advisable another year to begin the story 
hour earlier in the fall and have a short season closing at 
Christmas, thus avoiding the difficulties attending the uncertain 
winter weather. 

Miss Ada Larrabee, a resident of East Walpole, is now in charge 
of the branch at the Wednesday Club house, and there has been a 
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steady increase in the number of borrowers. ‘The circulation for 
the last half of the year is more than double that of the first half. 
It has been suggested that a deposit station at the Bird school would 
serve that community better than the branch as at present conduct- 
ed in that it would be open five days a week instead of two. The 
teachers have expressed an interest in the project and their willing- 
ness to co-operate. | 

The library has completed its first decade in the new building 
and the relation between growth and capacity is forcing itself on 
our attention. The shelves in the children’s room are quite crowded 
and in a few years the stack room will have reached its limit. The 
latter was planned with reference to inevitable development but no 
provision was made for expansion in the children’s room, and the only 
way to gain space is by withdrawing old and unused books. Many 
volumes from both rooms have been removed to the basement. 

Some Italian books have been added and are being read with ap- 
preciation by a few readers.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith present their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1913. 

As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement 
of the receipts and expenditures, together with statistics concerning 
the plant. 

At the annual meeting, Mr. Richard H. Kannally was elected 
a member of the board for three years. The Board organized with 
the choice of Henry P. Plimpton as chairman, and Richard H. Kan- 
nally as clerk. 

We are again called upon to announce the death of a member 
of the Board, Mr. Kannally having passed away early in the summer. 
He was a faithful official and a genial companion, always ready to 
do his share of the work, and assume-his share of the responsibility. 
He had been connected with this department almost from the begin- 
ing, having acted as engineer at the pumping station during the 
early years of the plant. It is not only the water department but the 
whole Town, that has lost a faithful official. 

The plant is in good condition, no serious leaks or breaks having 
occurred during the year. All of the stand pipes have been cleansed, 
and painted inside and outside, and were found in excellent condi- 
tion, with very little deterioration, with the exception of the roof of 
the South Walpole tank, which will have to be re-covered within a 
few years. The wooden casing on the riser of the South Walpole 
tank has been replaced with one of wrought iron, which should last 
as long as the tank does. 

The pumping Station has received some minor repairs, also a 
coat of paint, and is now in first class condition. The pumping 
machinery is in good shape, and is now doing as good work as when 
it was first installed. 

a gates and hydrants have been inspected, and are in good 
order. 

The followingvextensions of six-inch mains have been laid during 
the year: 

Allen Street, 2114 feet 6-inch pipe, 1 6-inch gate, and 4 hydrants. 

Lake Avenue, 699 feet 6-inch pipe, 1 6-inch gate, and 1 hydrant. 

Pleasant Street, 495 ft. 6-inch pipe, 1 6-inch gate, and 1 hydrant. 

Allen Street was laid under a 6 per cent. guarantee and was paid 
for with money raised on a ten-year note. Lake Avenue and Pleasant 
Street extensions were laid to replace small pipe, and paid for out 
of Water Department funds. : 

52 new services were put in during the year, making a total 
of 1013 services in use at the end of the year. 
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7285 feet of service pipe was laid during the year, making a 
total of 10584 of all kinds of pipe laid in 1913. 

We have put on 90 meters this year, so that we now have 744 
metered services, and there are quite a number of these that use 
more than the regular allowance of water, this causes more or less 
controversy at times. | 

We wish to say that we have no authority to abate bills for 
excess water unless the meter should prove to be wrong, and this is 
not the case in 1 per cent. of the meters tested, the meter almost 
invariably being in favor of the consumer. 

Selling water is a business proposition, the same as selling 
any other commodity, except itis a trying one, too, for there are no 
Sundays or holidays, water must be on tap, day and night, year in 
and year out, to supply the ordinary demand, and also be prepared 
to meet arush. Consumers must realize that it is not only the water 
that has a value, but, THE READY TO SERVE PRINCIPAL, 
also. The meter is a Cash Register, and you expect all sales to pass 
through it. If you are selling grain and your customer drives away 
with a bag of corn, and the bag becomes untied, or develops a hole 
on the way home, and he loses his corn, DO YOU GIVE HIM AN- 
OTHER BAG FULL? Why then if you waste water through your 
leaky fixtures, or allow it to run from your faucets, when not needed, 
do you expect the Water Department to stand the loss? + 

Mr. Frank B. Morse has been engaged as inspector, and if you 
doubt the accuracy of your meter, he will take it out and test it to 
your satisfaction. 

There are two questions in connection with your water plant 
that should receive your careful consideration, 

One is, the conservation and integrity of the supply, that is, the 
town should control the water shed, the land immediately above 
the pumping station, South of Washington Street 

The other item, is an increased pumping capacity, as our con- 
sumption is increasing rapidly, and we have but one pumping engine 
capable of keeping up the supply, which means in case of a break down 
a severe curtailment in consumption. In connection with a larger 
pump, a larger force main must be considered, that is a 14-inch or 
16-inch pipe laid through Washington Street from the pumping 
station to the stand pipes on High Plain Street. All this means 
the expenditure of a lot of money, and should be carefully consider- 
ed a few years in advance of the real need.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee: 


I submit herewith my eighth annual report of the public schools 
of Walpole. 

This report for the most part is a record of the year’s events and 
a recital of our needs and aspirations. 


New Buildings 


The new four room schoolhouse at North Walpole, a one story 
building of a simple but pleasing type of architecture was occupied 
just before Thanksgiving day. Appropriate exercises of dedication 
were held on the evening of Nov. 26th. The membership of the 
school is now divided into three groups as follows: 


Group*I containing Grades 1 and 2. 
Group II containing Grades 3 and 4. 
Group III containing Grades 5 and 6. 


The room not at present needed for day school purposes has 
seats for more than 100 people, contains a new piano, is supplied 
with pictures, rugs, etc., and thus offers a suitable and convenient 
meeting place for community interests. 

Already a Boys’ Club has been organized under the leadership of 
the principal. It is the wish of the writer that the fathers and moth- 
ers may join with the teachers in forming a parent-teachers asso- 
ciation, which shall meet monthly in the interest of the children and 
for closer co-operation between school and home. ‘This community 
room might also be used advantageously for a branch of the Walpole 
Public Library. The Library in this way, could extend its benefits 
to both home and school. 


NEW FISHER SCHOOL, NORTH WALPOLE 
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The new organization of the Boys’ Club in three groups, with 
centers at the High School, East Walpole and the Fisher School, 
has necessitated a division of the furnishings, equipment, apparatus, 
etc. The Fisher School was fortunate in obtaining three new manual 
training benches and a supply of tools. The school is thus prepared 
to undertake at once woodworking with the Fifth and Sixth Grade 
Boys. Steps have already been taken by the Superintendent to 
provide sewing instruction for the Fifth and Sixth Grade Girls. 

The new building at the Centre will not be completed before the 
end of the winter term. At this writing it is difficult to say posi- 
tively whether it will be practicable to occupy it before the opening 
of a new school year. 

The new school has been named in honor of George A. Plimpton, 
the donor of the land on which the building is situated. This land, 
together with the High School grounds previously given by Mr.. 
Plimpton, affords an acreage for park, recreation, play-grounds, 
school garden, agricultural and forestry purposes such as few towns 
or cities in this country can boast of. It is doubtful whether any 
other school system in Massachusetts can claim thirty or more acres 
of land adjacent to its most central and largest school buildings. 

We are planning to enter upon the school garden work in the 
spring, if the building is ready for occupancy. Half an acre of 
ground was ploughed during the fall term. 

The new school is to contain the upper elementary grades, pre- 
sumably the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh and Eighth. In my judgment 
a sufficient number of pupils should be removed from the Stone 
School to make the membership per room from 30 to 35. It seems 
to me poor econmoy to make the room standard so large that every 
year there must be repeaters. The tax payer should be reminded 
again and again that the repeater costs money. The parent has a 
right to complain if we do not clear away all obstacles we can that 
stand in the way of promotion. 

Next fall there should be approximately 550 children to be dis- 
tributed in the 16 rooms of the Stone School and George A. Plimpton 
School. Fourteen teachers are now employed including the Kinder- 
garten in the Odd Fellows’ Building. The Kindergarten will, of 
course, be placed in the Stone School as soon as there is room for 
it there. 

In addition to the sixteen regular room teachers there should be 
at least one assistant teacher who can help in any room when an 
emergency arises. Every large building should have a spare teacher 
of this kind. 

The George A. Plimpton School is to be equipped for both manual 
training and cooking. This js the first school to have cooking in 
the grades. The close proximity of the school suggests the practi- 
cability of using this equipment for High School students of cook- 
ery. The High School facilities in domestic Science are quite too 
limited for the most effective training.

NEW LAWS RELATING TO THE EMPLOYMENT OF MINORS 


The work of the Superintendent’s office has been greatly increased 
as a result of the employment laws which went into effect Sept. 1, 
1913. In the past four months there have been issued 185 certifi- 
cates of all kinds. The distribution has been as follows:

During the month of October office hours were held nearly every 
evening for the sole purpose of issuing certificates to minors already 
at work who were required under the new law to be certified. The 
strain of this work night after night could not have been borne if 
the superintendent had not been relieved of teaching duties at the 
high school. 

Although specific directions have been furnished to all employers 
by this office as to the way in which to proceed to get an employ- 
ment or educational certificate there is still considerable misunder- 
standing and lack of information on the part of minors seeking 
work. for the benefit of parents and minors I repeat here the steps 
that are to be taken to procure a certificate. 

To obtain an Employment certificate, the minor should first get 
the “Promise of Employment’? from the prospective employer. 
(Blanks for this purpose have been furnished the several large em- 
ployers in Walpole and East Walpole.) The ‘Promise of Em- 
ployment” having been secured, next have the reverse side of the 
eard properly filled in and certified by the school physician of the 
school last attended. From the school physician, the applicant 
for employment will go with his card properly filled in on both sides, 
to the Principal of the school last attended, whether in Walpole or 
elsewhere. The principal will make out a transcript of the ‘“‘School 
Record” of the applicant on a prescribed form. 

The applicant if provided with a birth certificate or other proof 
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of birth, now has the proper papers to present to the Superintendent 
of Schools for the Hmployment certificate. 

At the age of sixteen, this Hmployment certificate must be exchang- 
ed for an Educational certificate, at the office of the Superintendent 
of Schools or of some person authorized by him to sign certificates. 

All applicants for certificates of whatever kind, must present to 
the Superintendent of Schools one of the following proofs of date 
of birth: 

1. Birth certificate. 

2. Baptismal record. 

3. Passport, attested immigration record. 
4. Authorized physician’s certificate. 

Educational certificates of both kinds may be had by direct ap- 
plication to the Superintendent of Schools. ‘ 

The Superintendent of Schools has office hours on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings, from 7:15 to 8:00 in the Town Hall. 

Children under 14 can not be employed at all during school hours 

or before 6:30 A. M., or after 6:00 P. M. 
Children under 16 must attend school regularly unless they hold 
employment certificates and work 6 hours a day regularly or have 
the written permission of the Superintendent of Schools to engage 
in profitable employment at home or unless otherwise receiving 
instruction in a manner approved in advance by the Superintendent 
of Schools or the school Committee. 

Every application for permission to work at home should be ac- 
companied by a birth certificate or other proof of the date of birth. 

Applicants for Employment Certificates must have attended 
school at least 130 days after reaching 13 years of age. ; 

Minors over 16 who can not read, write and spell from a Fourth 
Reader must attend evening school if such a school is maintained by 
the town where the minor resides. 

Information on any phase of the new employment laws will be 
gladly furnished by the Superintendent. 


ANNUITIES, PENSIONS AND SALARIES 


The Legislature of 1913 enacted laws creating a Teacher’s Re- 
tirement system, which is to be conducted by a board of seven, 
composed of the State Insurance Commissioner, the Bank Commis- 
sioner and the Commissioner of Education, three members of the 
Retirement Association and one person to be elected by the other six. 

The Retirement System goes into effect July 1, 1914. Teachers 
supervisors and superintendents now in service are free to join the 
Retirement Association or not as they see fit. For all persons who 
enter the service for the first time after July 1, 1914, membership 
is compulsory and monthly contributions to the Retirement Board 
to be deducted from the teacher’s salary, is required by law. School 
committees through the Superintendent of Schools or some other 
agent are to notify monthly the Retirement Board of the employ- 
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ment of teachers, with-drawals, removals and changes in salary; 
they are also to notify the town or city treasurer of the amount of 
the assessment to be deducted from the salaries of the teachers each 
month. 

The cost of membership to the teachers or the annual assessment 
is supposedly five per cent.-of the yearly salary but in no case will 
it be less than $35 or more than $100. A salary of $700 would yield 
an assessment of $35 at five per cent. The maximum salary of 
grade teachers in Walpole is $600, consequently a teacher receiving 
our maximum would be assessed nearly six per cent; if she were re- 
ceiving our minimum of $400 the assessment would amount to near- 
ly nine per cent. of the yearly salary. 

The point to be made here is that our salaries are too small to 
enable a teacher to join the Retirement association and not feel 
seriously the payment of a $35 assessment. It may be said of course, 
that these assessments are savings that will be paid later in the form 
of annuities and pensions. Very true, but it often happens that all 
the savings of the early years of teaching are needed to pay debts 
incurred for education. It is very common, too, for teachers to have 
dependents. Such small salaries as we pay are hardly large enough 
to cope with this new demand of the state and with the regular de- 
mands that are made on a teacher’s purse. 

I recommend that the wages of grade teachers and high school 
teachers, other than principals, be increased $50, and that the in- 
crease be in two installments,viz. $25 for the school year 1914-15 
and $25 for the school year 1915-16. Teachers now receiving our 
maximum will, if this suggestion is adopted, receive $625 commencing 
Sept. 1914. Teachers who have not reached our maximum will 
receive, commencing Sept. 1914, $25 in addition to the stipulated 
yearly increase of $50. High School assistants, under the proposed 
schedule, will receive commencing Sept. 1914, $25 in addition to the 
salary to which they are entitled under the present schedule. 

I recommend also, that the miminum salary for grade teachers 
be placed at $450. This wage seems to me small enough for a teacher 
who has had Normal training, especially if she has to teach away 
from home. 

Apart from a pension system I think it may be fairly claimed that 
a schedule of wages for grade teachers from $450 to $650, and for 
high school teachers from $500 to $750 is neither extravagant nor 
beyond the means of the taxpayers of Walpole. I believe it is ad- 
mitted that the cost of living has increased from thirty to forty 
per cent. in the last ten years. The wages of grade teachers in Wal- 
pole have increased but twenty per cent. In other words the pur- 
chasing power of a days’ wages of a teacher has been reduced during 
the past decade. Shouldn’t we change this state of affairs? 


MANUAL TRAINING AND DRAWING 


Every school building now has a manual training equipment with 
the exception of the Boyden school, South Walpole. The basement 
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of this school is dry, fairly well lighted, and of sufficient size to allow 
the. boys in the fifth and sixth grades to work together. The cost 
of the benches and tools would not be large. I therefore recommend 
that the purchase of the necessary equipment be made before the 
opening of the next school year. 

At the same time that the manual training is installed for the boys, 
sewing should be introduced for the girls. 

Here again the cost would be nominal as we can, without doubt, 
secure a competent student teacher from the Household Arts Depart- 
ment of the Framingham Normal School. The instruction in sew- 
ing and cooking given by the voung women from Framingham has 
proven very satisfactory. 

Pupils from North and South Walpole, on entering the seventh 
grade of the Stone School have found themselves handicapped in 
commencing sewing and manual training two years later than their 
class-mates. This defect will be removed only as we make general 
the instruction in the sewing and manual training in grades five to 
eight inclusive. 

With manual training added to the Fisher and Boyden Schools 
and with more time given to hand work in the George A. Plimpton 
School, the supervisor must necessarily give less time to drawing. 
Drawing ought to be as well supervised as ever. The only way to 
insure good supervision is to provide the supervisor with an assis- 
tant. I strongly urge that this action be taken at an early date. 
When our new buildings are occupied it seems to me that such a 
change is imperative if the quality of instruction in drawing is not 

to suffer loss. 


SUPERVISOR OF ATTENDANCE AND SCHOOL NURSE 


Among the essentials of an efficient school system are regularlty 
of attendance and freedom from sickness and physical defects. In 
both of these respects our schools are capable of great improvement. 
The average attendance at the Stone School has fallen noticeably 
since it became possible to have a truant officer’s services only in 
the-afternoon, and as a rule so late in the afternoon that an absentee 
cannot be apprehended and brought to school in time to serve as 
an example of swift and salutary justice in dealing with school of- 
fenders, not to speak of the effect on the offender himself of dil- 
atory tactics. 

No one seems to desire the position of truant officer. I think a 
great deal could be done to improve attendance and health con- 
ditions if an agent of the schools known as attendance supervisor 
and school nurse were employed to devote all of her time to follow- 
ing up cases of absenteeism and supplementing the work of the school 
physicians. 

Some towns have combined these two offices in a trained nurse, 
with marked benefit to the school attendance and to the health and 
physical comfort of the children. 


ee See eee eee 
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The school physicians would be glad to have a. nurse whose time 
they can command. The teachers would like to feel that absences 
will be promptly and thoroughly investigated. 

I believe such an experiment is worth trying in Walpole. 


CONDITIONS AT EAST WALPOLE 


The membership of the Seventh and Eighth Grades has been so 
large for the past two years that the seating capacity of the Prin- 
cipal’s room has been inadequate for the usual plan of graduating. 
The enrollment of these two grades is now 66; 35 in Grade VII and 
31 in Grade VIII. It was found necessary to divide the Seventh 
grade. A group of 21 has been retained with the Highth Grade, 
making a total of 52 for the Principal’s room. A second group of 
the Seventh Grade numbering 14 has been placed in the Sixth Grade 
room. This method of distributing the pupils seemed to be the only 
one possible under the circumstances but it is far from being a good 
one. 

I think a far better solution is possible on the opening of the next 
school year,viz.; to send the Eighth Grade puipils to the George A. 
Plimpton School at the Centre and restore all Seventh Grade chil- 
dren to the Principal’s room. There are advantages in having all 
Eighth Grade pupils brought together for the final year of high 
school preparation. 

There are of course, objections to transportation and probably 
these objections are so serious in the minds of many parents that 
such a course as is here proposed could not be made permanent. 

I would recommend the plan as temporary, to be followed until 
such time as the Town provides enlarged accommodations for the 
growing population of East Walpole. 

It should perhaps be noted here that the First Grade attendance 
in the Bird School has also been very large for the last two years. 
This year, for the first time an assistant has been employed and the 
Kindergarten teacher has also had a division of the First Grade 
for afternoon reading. 


COLLEGE ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 


Concerted action is being taken by superintendents of schools 
in towns from 5,000 to 10,000 to modify existing college entrance 
requirements in favor of students who do not find their chief interests 
among the traditional subjects of the college preparatory program, 
namely: Latin, Greek, French, German, Spanish, Mathematics, 
History, Civics and Economics. 

The more liberal program recommended by the superintendents 
proposes in addition to the above subjects, a choice from studies 
whose aim is avowedly practical and to some extent vocational, 
to wit: : 
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Drawing, (Freehand and Mechanical), Manual training and Shop 
Work, Household Arts, Bookkeeping, Stenography, Typewriting, 
Other Commercial Subjects, Music and Agriculture. 

The committee of superintendents who prepared these recom- 
mendations to the colleges notes in concluding its report: 

1. That pupils will usually present the traditional subjects, 
but that exceptional individuals will not be automatically excluded 
if they have taken other work.” 

2 “That pupils will be encouraged to pursue subjects that will 
possess a vital interest for them and that will function in their future 
lives.” 

3 “That High Schools will be benefitted by the presence of col- 
lege preparatory pupils in commercial, household arts, manual train- 
ing, agricultural and general courses, and that colleges will gain 
many excellent students.” 

4 “That the orginization of manual training, household arts 
and agricultural courses will be greatly encouraged and that thereby 
many boys and girls will be retained in the high schools.” 

These changes are in harmony with educational progress and will 
prove a boon to high schools like our own. There is good reason 
for believing that the colleges will accept this program as being in 
their interest as well as in the interest of the high schools. 


COST OF THE SCHOOLS 


The total taxation cost for schools for the school year 1912-13 
was $35,506.99 The average membership for the same time was 
1019. The cost per pupil based on the average membership was 
$34.84. The average cost per pupil in the state according to the 
1911-12 report of the Board of Education, page 60, was $36.19. I 
do not think we should aim necessarily to keep below the state aver- 
age, but at least, it may be said, that so long as we do, the School - 
Department is not fairly chargeable with extravagance. Expendi- 
tures in the aggregate have increased and will continue to do so, 
but this is accounted for by our growing population. 


CONCLUSION 


This report is, as usual, supplemented by reports of the super- 
visors and school physicians. The contributions of these special- 
ists merit your careful attention. They show gains in their respect- 
tive fields of labor; they also point out how still further improve- 
ments may be made.

Owing to the large classes at the Stone School, there is still much 
to be desired. I hope that difficulty will be overcome when the 
George A. Plimpton School is opened. I am also able to spend a 
whole morning at the Bird School. 

I think the teachers and pupils at the Boyden and Fisher Schools, 
as well as the townspeople in both sections are delighted with the 
new pianos. I am sure they will derive much pleasure as well as 
benefit therefrom.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL TRAINING AND 
DRAWING 


I’. W. Kineman, Superintendent of Schools: 


I submit herewith my third annual report of drawing and manual 
training. 

After considering the amount of time spent in drawing and manual 
training the results obtained are very satisfactory; however, I feel 
even though we are on the right track, that greater strides can be 
made in advance by granting my last year’s request of an assistant. 

Now that you have given me an opportunity of establishing a 
modern elementary manual training department in the new Fisher 
School, I wish I could have time to take proper advantage of your 
offer. 

Through the excellent condition of the school system, and the 
increase enrollment, the possibility of establishing right here in 
Walpole an ideal vocational training department, is within reach 
of a few years’ time; through well directed aims each branch may 
be taught by a special teacher under direction of a competent super- 
visor. At the present time, drawing and manual training in the 
High School are well under way. In drawing, free-hand as well as 
mechanical, the foundation upon which the courses are based, is 
efficiency in manipulation and producticau. In manual training 
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we have as a proof of efficiency in practical production a combi- 
nation drawing cabinet, designed, drawn and built by students of 
the manual training department. Although it is yet under con- 
struction, it will be on exhibition in the Town Hall, June, 1914, at 
the biennial exhibit of drawing and manual training. I refer to this 
cabinet as being a practical problem wherein students as a body 
may learn through experience the necessity of accuracy in designing 
as well as building, also, as being a practical example of ideal manual 
training for High School students, whose previous training in gram- 
mar school should have consisted largely of graded model work of 
a useful nature, involving the general principles underlying good 
tool training. 

The greatest problem now facing progress in our manual training 
shops is the grinding of tools. Sharp tools are one of the most im- 
portant features in wood working of any kind: Each shop should 
he equipped with a small electric motor, a speed lathe, and a power 
grindstone. Not only would these machines greatly assist the in- 
structor, but would furnish a wider field in manual training for boys 
inclined to this branch of work.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN FOR THE STONIs 
SCHOOL 


F. W. Kineman, Superintendent of Schools: 


A review of health conditions at the Stone School for the year 
1913 is favorable from every point of view. There has been the 
usual routine of examinations, the almost weekly inspections, and 
consequent exclusion of those whose presence was considered un- 
desireable, for the time being, endangering the health of others. 

On account of the present overcrowding, there being in this build- 
ing someYover five hundred pupils a very considerable degree of 
viligance and discretion has been necessary on the part of the teach- 
ers to eliminate those with a ffections for which the law demands 
exclusion, particularly, those children having coryza, colds, ton- 
silitis and parasitic affections. Owing to the care thus exercised, 
the schools, have, up to the end of the vear been comparatively free 
from the invasion of disease. ; 

The whole system of school inspection, however desirable it may 
be, has seemed to lack one very important essential, in order to make 
it more complete, and the work of school inspection more far reach- 
ing, and by this I refer to the employment of a school nurse. Re- 
commendation as to the physical needs of a pupil may be made, 
but to see that these are carried out and directions complied with, 
is, in the majority of cases difficult of attaimment, Unexplained 
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absence is often due to illness of a contagious nature and the child 
comes back to school before it is permissible by law and one of the 
duties of the nurse would be to ascertain if the child’s absence was 
due to such or any other reason whatever it may be. 

During the year about twenty-eight were temporarily excluded 
for parasitic affections, or postular conditions. Two for genera) 
uncleanliness of body and clothing. Notices were sent to thirty- 
three parents whose children had one or more enlarged tonsils. 
Enlarged tonsils with adenoids, twenty-two. Of the whole number 
in the building, about six may be said to have clearly tubercular 
tendencies. 

There is one matter closely connected with school hygiene which 
should be mentioned here, and that is the case of the clothes which 
a child wears, perhaps almost constantly, day in and day out. The 
careful parent will take such a suit and give it a thorough renovation 
at least weekly allowing sunlight and fresh air to thoroughly per- 
meate the clothing. This has been suggested by one thoroughly 
conversant with school matters, and is well worth careful consider- 
ation. The child’s clothing worn in all sorts of places may easily 
become, if uncleanly, a carrier of disease germs and bacteria of all 
kinds into the schoolroom. Proper airing and sunlight for a few 
hours weekly will do much to render the clothing pure , wholesome, © 
and clean. The aesthetic effect of clean clothing on the pupil and 
those about him, and the moral effect produced on all in the room, 
is especially noticeable to those familiar with our schools, and to 
those who spend a very considerable part of their lives therein.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN OF HIGH, BOYDEN AND 
FISHER SCHOOLS 


Mr. F. W. Kineman, Superintendent of Schools: 


In submitting my first annual report as School Physician for the 
Boyden, Fisher and High Schools, I wish to point out the fact that 
parents are not paying very much attention to the notices which 
they receive from the School Physician in regard to the physicial 
condition of their children. It is surprising to note how many have 
neglected to provide proper treatment for their teeth and tonsils. 
The old adage, ‘‘A stitch in time saves nine’”’ most certainly applies 
in those cases. Give the young and growing child a proper start in 
life and when he reaches maturity, the state will possess a good citi- 
zen, strong in mind and body. ; 

The pupils attending the Fisher School should be proud of their 
modern schoolhouse. It is in striking contrast both outside and in, 
with the “ragged beggar sunning” beside it. Permit me to suggest 
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an additional drinking fountain for this school. Inspection at the 
beginning of the school year revealed two cases of pediculi and a 
great many cases of decayed teeth and enlarged tonsils. A slight 
epidemic of chicken pox occurred late in November. 

The Boyden School still has bad conditions in respect to ventil- 
ation which have been spoken of in previous reports. Something 
must be done to correct them. Inspection of this school also revealed 
several cases of decayed teeth, adnoids and enlarged tonsils. 

The sanitary conditions of the High School are very good. In- 
spection, however, revealed two very bad cases of pediculi among 
the girls. Any High School pupil who allows such a wretched con= 
dition to exist should be heartily ashamed of himself. One pupil 
was advised because of ill health to temporarily discontinue her 
studies. One case of Scarlet fever occurred. It was very gratifying 
to note that many of the pupils were paying attention to their teeth.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN OF BIRD SCHOOL 


Kast Walpole, Mass., Jan. 5, 1914. - 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF Scuoous, Walpole Mass., 


Dear Sir:—During the past year the Bird School has been 
singularly free from contageous diseases. A few cases of whooping 
cough were discovered in the first grade during the last week of the 
summer term and were sent to their homes, but the term ended be- 
fore infection had extended to the other grades. 

The physical examination of the pupils has been very satisfactory. 
But two or three cases of organic heart lesions were found, and in 
these compensation was good revealing no apparent change from the 
condition noted last year. None were discovered with tubercu- 
losis, and but few cases with any deformity. 

It seems impossible to interest the average parent or child in 
the correction of slight degrees of lateral curvature, but a few cases 
have availed themselves of membership in the Norwood Civic League, 
where, under. skilled instructors, they are given special exercises 
with a view of correcting physical defects. 

Arrangements have been made for the committal of three mentally 
defective children to the Wrentham School for the Feeble minded. 

The usual number of adenoids and tonsil cases were noted, but 
few should require operation. The general trend of opinion among 
nose and throat specialists of to-day seems to call for the removal 
of adenoid tissue only when so extensive as to be clearly detrimental 
to the child’s best interest, and toward the partial removal of offend- 
ing tonsils instead of, as formerly, their complete extirpation. 

In the seventh and eighth grades many pupils were found who 
had not properly attended to their teeth, but even here these were in 
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the minority. In the other grades, from two to four or more badly 
decayed teeth were found in almost every mouth. As a large pro- 
portion of adenoid cases are doubtless caused by frequently recurring 
colds and to infections from the germ laden cavities of the teeth, it 
seems essential that greater attention be given to oral hygiene in the 
lower grades. In the schools in which the experiment has been 
tried there has been a marked improvement in the general health 
of the pupils.
